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The Long-Range View 


October 12-16 will be busy days for dentistry and equally busy ones for Miami. 
In addition to the House of Delegates meeting October 14-16, there will be numerous 
meetings of specialty groups, some running concurrently with the delegates’ sessions 
and others a few days before. . . . The House will hold four sessions in all—two on 
Monday and one each on Tuesday and Wednesday. . . . Also meeting October 14-16 
will be the American Dental Assistants Association and the American Dental Hy- 
gienists’ Association (both at Miami Beach). The American Association of Dental 
Examiners, the American Society of Oral Surgeons and the State Society Officers 
of the American Dental Association have arranged their sessions in advance of 
the House meeting. Dates will be October 12-13, 9-12, and 13, respectively, with 
the oral surgeons’ meeting in Miami Beach. 

Plans are under way for state celebrations of the W. T. G. Morton Centennial 
throughout October. One of the biggest of such local celebrations will be that of the 
Massachusetts Dental Society, which will hold a special meeting to mark the 
hundredth anniversary of the introduction of anesthesia into surgery. . . . The 
American Dental Association will present its annual award posthumously to Dr. Mor- 
ton at the Massachusetts General Hospital October 16 during a three-day celebration. 

Enrollment at dental schools throughout the country will be at its highest 
level when the 1947 term gets under way next month. More than 8,000 students 
can be expected to be enrolled in dental courses if present indications of a capacity 
freshman class of 3,000 materialize. Pre-enrollment estimates in other classes are: 
sophomores, 1,200; juniors, 1,850; and seniors, 2,150. 

Watch for the redesigned JouRNAL to emerge October 1, featuring a new cover 
and a complete new type dress. . . . Possibility of a new compositors’ strike, however, 
looms large at press time. The thirty-day period required before a strike vote may 
be taken began with expiration of present contracts on September 3. Unless negotia- 
tions are completed and a new contract signed by October 3, a tie-up can be expected 
at that time.

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Miami Hotel Reservations Going Fast as Dates Approach for 
House of Delegates Meeting 


The Columbus and McAllister Hotels, 
Miami, twin headquarters for the eighty- 
seventh annual meeting of the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, are now completely booked for 
the convention dates, October 14-16, 
Harry B. Pinney, General Secretary of 
the Association, reported last month. 

However, the near-by Everglades Hotel, 
50 Biscayne Blvd., as well as a host of 
other hotels in Miami, still can accom- 
modate convention delegates, Dr. Pinney 
said. He expressed confidence that ample 
accommodations still can be provided for 
late registrants, but urged prompt action 
to prevent last-minute disappointments. 

Meanwhile, the House of Delegates 
was anticipating a heavy schedule of work 
at its first meeting in two years.

Launch Aptitude Tests 
At Schools of Dentistry 


In the first application of extensive 
aptitude tests for professional work, stu- 
dents at the dental schools of Baylor and 
Northwestern universities recently were 
administered a series of tests under spon- 
sorship of the Council on Dental Edu- 
cation of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 

The tests were given in an effort to 
obtain an aptitude picture of students 
now electing to study for careers in 
dentistry, and to determine what meas- 
ures may be taken to predict their suc- 
cess. 

Results of the tests, according *to 
Shailer A. Peterson, director of educa- 
tional measurements for the Council, in 
general indicate unusually high scores, 
although speeds were lower than 
normally occurs among college students. 
He attributed these variances to the fol- 
lowing facts: (1) of the 140 students 
tested (66 at Baylor and 74 at North- 
western), all but five were war veterans; 
(2) the majority were married; and (3) 
the average age was between 26 and 
26%. These factors, Dr. Peterson said, 
tend to produce a more adult reaction 


than usually results among college stu- 
dents. 

The tests will be given during Sep- 
tember and October to some 6,000 
students at all dental schools throughout 
the country. All freshmen will be tested 
and, in some cases, a portion of the up- 
perclassmen as well. 

Administering the tests will be com- 
mittees within the schools, composed of 
faculty members drawn largely and, in 
some cases, entirely, from the dental 
staffs, The tests will then be submitted 
to the Council for scoring, and the results 
will subsequently be returned to the 
schools. Later, a complete report of the 
testing program will be made to all of 
the schools. 

The testing program, devised by an 
aptitude testing committee made up of 
representatives of the Council on Dental 
Education and the American Association 
of Dental Schools, measures: (1) mental 


‘ability; (2) reading ability in the 


sciences; (3) object visualization (ability 
to interpret three-dimensional figures) ; 
(4) word dexterity (an intelligence test, 
using words and their parts); (5) carv- 
ing dexterity; (6) correctness of expres- 
sion; and (7) knowledge of special 
vocabularies. 

Plans call for the tests to be given 
annually. Bert L. Hooper, dean of the 
College of Dentistry, University of Ne- 
braska, is chairman of the aptitude test- 
ing committee. Other members of the 
committee are J. Ben Robinson, dean, 
and William E. Hahn, professor of anat- 
omy, Baltimore College of Dental Sur- 
gery, University of Maryland; Robert 
W. McNulty, dean, Chicago College of 
Dental Surgery, Loyola University; Ray 
V. Smith, professor of prosthetics, Col- 
lege of Dentistry, State University of 
Iowa; Wendell L. Wylie, associate pro- 
fessor of orthodontics, College of Dentis- 
try, University of California; Harlan H. 
Horner, secretary of the Council; and Dr. 
Peterson, ex-officio member.

Shift 800 Navy Dentists 
With V-12 Training to Army 


The Navy has assigned 800 dentists to 
the War Department, Col. Arne Sorum, 
post dental surgeon, Fort Dix, N. J., dis- 
closed August 16. 

Overseas duty will be assigned to 300, 
and the remainder will serve in the zone 
of the interior, Colonel Sorum said. All 
are Navy V-12 trainees, who will serve 
with the Army until they have attained 
the twenty-four months’ commissioned 
service required by the Navy for dentists 
who were cither wholly or partially 
trained by the government. 


Name Chandler To Head 
New Naval Dental Division 


In line with a recent reorganization of 
its dental functions, the Navy Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery has set up a 
dental division having direct cognizance 
of all matters relative to naval dentistry 
and has appointed an assistant chief of 
the bureau for dentistry and a chief of the 
dental division. 

Rear Admiral Alexander G. Lyle was 
appointed Assistant Chief of Bureau 
for Dentistry and will be concerned pri- 
marily with matters of policy, according 
toa navy announcement. Rear Admiral 
Alfred W. Chandler was named Chief 
of the Dental Division and will direct 


operations of that division, the announce- 
ment said. 

The newly-constituted Dentat Division 
is charged with establishing professional 
standards and policies for dental prac- 
tice; conducting inspections and surveys 
for maintenance, efficiency and economy 
of such standards; initiating and recom- 
mending action pertaining to comple- 
ments, appointments, advancements, 
training, assignment and transfer of 
dental personnel; and serving as the ad- 
visory agency for the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery on all matters relating 
directly to dentistry. 


Army Hospital Commanders 
Air Dental Personnel Problems 


Problems relative to dental personnel 
were under scrutiny August 22 when 
twenty-six commanding officers of army 
general hospitals met in the Office of the 
Surgeon General in Washington to dis- 
cuss operation of the hospitals under the 
War Department reorganization plan. 

Spokesman for the dental corps was 
Brig. Gen. T. L. Smith, chief of the Den- 
tal Division, who addressed the group on 
the subject “Dental Personnel.”

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Navy Dentists Begin 
Postgraduate Studies 


A series of seven general and special- 
ized postgraduate courses for dental of- 
ficers got under way September 2 at the 
Naval Dental School, National Naval 
Medical Center, Bethesda, Md. 

General courses currently in progress 
include: a basic indoctrinational course, 
designed for newly-commissioned officers 
and giving special emphasis to naval 
customs, regulations, courts and boards 
and the manual of the Medical Depart- 
ment; and a general postgraduate course, 
designed to acquaint experienced officers 
with recent advances and newly-devel- 
oped specialized procedures, and in- 
cluding such subjects as oral diagnosis, 
roentgenology, operative dentistry, perio- 
dontia, oral bacteriology, endodontia, 
biochemistry, crown and bridge pros- 
thesis, partial and full denture pros- 
thesis, exodontia, dental property and 
accounting and dental administration. 

Specialized courses are oral surgery, 
prosthodontia, maxillofacial and ocular 
prosthesis, periodontia and oral pathol- 
ogy and operative dentistry. 


Renfrow Decorated for 
Selective Service Work 


Col. Louis H. Renfrow, chief legis- 
lative and liaison officer of the Selective 
Service System, received the War Depart- 
ment Legion of Merit from Maj. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, Selective Service di- 
rector, in a ceremony at National Head- 
quarters in Washington August 26. 

A member of the Army Dental Corps, 
Colonel Renfrow was cited for “excep- 
tionally meritorious service” performed 
from’ February 1942 to May 1946 as an 
official in the medical division of Se- 
lective Service headquarters. 

The citation commended Colonel Ren- 
frow for his “material assistance in the 
supervision of examining physicians, den- 
tists and members of the examining 


boards in the physical examination of 
registrants.” 

He was appointed chief legislative and 
liaison officer of National Headquarters 
in September 1945, and was responsible 
for all legislative and liaison matters 
affecting Selective Service. He also has 
acted as liaison officer to the White 
House. 


Wins Commendation Ribbon 
For Dental Service with Air Corps 


Leon Lieber, New York dentist, has 
been awarded the Army Commendation 
Ribbon for “distinctive meritorious serv- 
ice” as chief of operative dentistry at 
the San Antonio Air Technical Service 
Command from October 1943 to April 
1945.

teeth for restoration, reflects great credit upon 
yourself and the Army Air Forces. 

Dr. Lieber also holds the Army Air 
Forces Certificate of Meritorious Service. 


Navy To Release Films 
On Dental, Medical Technics 


Training films on such subjects as den- 
tal and medical technics and plastic sur- 
gery are among some 500 films and film 
strips scheduled for early release by the 
Navy Department, according to a recent 
announcement. 

All medical and related films, with the 
exception of those dealing with first aid, 
will be restricted to medical schools, 
medical groups and associated instruc- 
tional agencies, the announcement said. 
They will be available through the U. S. 
Office of Education, Washington, to 
which all inquiries should be addressed. 
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Navy Dental School Seeks 
Oral Pathologic Material 


The Navy has requested dental officers 
to submit gross oral pathologic material, 
either antemortem or postmortem, for 
teaching purposes and as an aid in main- 
taining oral pathology archives, accord- 
ing to a recent announcement. 

Such material, fixed in 10 per cent 
neutral formalin, should be forwarded to 
the Commanding Officer, Naval Dental 
School, National Naval Medical Center, 
Bethesda, Md., together with the follow- 
ing clinical data: name, age, rate, loca- 
tion and duration of lesion, kind of tissue 
and how obtained, clinical impression 
and any pertinent remarks. Pathologic 
diagnosis will be given by the school if 
desired, the announcement said. 


Civilian Clothes Ordered 
For Navy Dentists with VA 


Navy dental corps officers assigned to 
the Veterans Administration will wear 
civilian clothes at all times while per- 
forming such duty, according to a recent 
navy order. Commandants of naval dis- 
tricts have been instructed to notify offi- 
cers concerned.

Oregon Dentists Rename 
Bartels as President-Elect 


Members of the Oregon State Dental 
Association shattered a society tradition 
at their fifty-third annual meeting in 
Portland June 1315 by naming John C.

Propose Dental Hygiene School 
As Memorial to R. Holmes Mason 


In honor of the late R. Holmes Mason,

Murphy, Macon, has been named chair- 
man of the committee in charge of the 
memorial project. 

Further honor to the memory of the 
Macon dentist has been added by the 
Sixth District Dental Society, which has 
created a “Richard Holmes Mason Mid- 
Winter Clinic.” The clinic will be an an- 
nual January scientific meeting in 
Macon.

Tufts College Expands 
Dental Program for 1947 


The Tufts College Dental School has 
expanded its program of studies as the 
result of a grant from the Kellogg Foun- 
dation, according to a recent announce- 
ment. 

Formal graduate study will be offered 
in orthodontics and oral pathology during 
the coming year, and postgraduate study 
will be offered in these two fields to ap- 
plicants who do not meet admission re- 
quirements for the graduate school, 
officials said. 

Full-time courses in periodontology, 
denture prosthesis, oral pathology, den- 
tistry for children, roentgenology, opera- 
tive dentistry, and crown and bridge pros- 
thesis will be offered for thirty-two weeks, 
beginning October 1. Sixteen-week 
courses, also on a full-time basis, will be 
given in these subjects beginning Octo- 
ber 1 and ending January 25, 1947. Simi- 
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lar courses also will be given two days 
each week for a sixteen-week period, 
October 1 to February 4, 1947. 

A refresher course in orthodontics is 
scheduled for two days a week-from Oc- 
tober 23 to December 5. Enrollment is 
limited to practitioners who have had 
graduate or postgraduate work, or who 
are qualified by experience in the field 
of orthodontics. Instructors will be 
Philip E. Adams, Herbert I. Margolis 
and Oren A. Oliver. 


Ohio Dental School Resumes 
Postgraduate Courses September 23 


The College of Dentistry, Ohio State 
University, will resume its postgraduate 
courses September 23, when the autumn 
series opens with the first of eight courses 
which will continue until December 6. 

Courses to be offered through the aid 
of a grant from the W. K. Kellogg Foun- 
dation are designed primarily for vet- 
erans, who will be given priority. Charge 
for the instruction, which comes under 
the provisions of the “G.I. Bill,” will be 
$50 a week. 

The series, which will be repeated in 
the winter and spring quarters, includes 
courses in oral pathology, roentgenology, 
removable partial dentures, crown and 
bridge, full dentures, oral surgery, 
operative dentistry, children’s dentistry 
and endodontia (root canal therapy). 

Enrollments for the series which be- 
gan last winter quarter were 94, and in 
the spring, 112. 


Loyola (Chicago) Announces 
Five Dental Refresher Courses 


The School of Dentistry, Loyola Uni- 
versity, will offer five refresher courses 
beginning October 14 and ending De- 
cember 20, according to a recent an- 
nouncement. 

The courses are: “Full Denture Pros- 
thesis,” under Lawrence D. Furlong, 
Monday mornings and Wednesday after- 
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noons; “Crown and Fixed Bridge Pros- 
thesis,” under Harold W. Oppice, 
Wednesday mornings and Friday after- 
noons; “Operative Dentistry,’ under 
Warren Willman, Monday afternoons 
and Thursday mornings; “Oral Surgery,” 
under Marvin E. Chapin, Tuesday and 
Friday mornings; and “Periodontia,” 
under Edgar D. Coolidge, Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons. 

Any dentist is eligible to enroll, but the 
size of classes is limited and preference 
will be given to veterans, R. W. McNulty, 
dean, said. 


GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 


Average U.S. Income Reaches 
All-Time Peak of $1,150 in 1945 


The average per capita income in the 
United States reached an all-time high of 
$1,150 in 1945, the Department of Com- 
merce disclosed August 21. 

The figure represents a 2 per cent in- 
crease from the 1944 level of $1,133 and 
a $575 per capita increase over 1940. 
New York led the states with a per capita 
income of $1,595, and Illinois was listed 
at $1,360, while Mississippi was lowest 
with $556. 

The per capita income payments in- 
clude wages and salaries, income from 
unincorporated businesses and farms, net 
rent, dividends, interest and royalties. 


Health Institute Suspends 
Plans for Science Journal 


Plans for publication of a journal 
called Research in Medical Science by 
the National Institute of Health have 
been abandoned temporarily because 
“unforeseen circumstances have _ inter- 
rupted the program,” R. E. Dyer, insti- 
tute director, announced last month. 

“It is hoped that the Institute will be 
able to carry out the original plan at a 
later date,” the director said. The plan 
originally was announced June 3 by the 
U. S. Public Health Service. 


VA Names Toole Dental Chief 
Of Southeastern Medical Service 


Charles L. Toole, Jr., Macon, Ga., 
dentist, has been appointed chief of the 
dental division in the Southeastern 
Branch Medical Service of the Veterans 
Administration. 

Dr. Toole served as base dental sur- 
geon at Ft. Jackson, S. C.; Sioux Falls, 
S. Dak.; and Drew Field, Fla., and as 
command dental surgeon of the Third 
Air Force. 


LEGISLATION 


President Signs Bill 
For Hospital Construction 


President Truman on August 13 
signed the Hill-Burton bill, authorizing 
a federal appropriation of $375,000,000 
during the next five years for construc- 
tion of hospitals and health centers. 

The measure also authorizes expendi- 
ture of $3,000,000 for state-conducted 
surveys of need, preliminary to granting 
of federal funds for construction. 

Under the law each state will be al- 
lowed to develop its own program of hos- 
pital and health center construction, to 
be administered by state authorities un- 
der standards specified by the U. S. 
Public Health Service. 

The proportionate share for each state 
of the total federal appropriation for 


survey and planning will be determined - 


by population. However, federal funds 
must be matched by two to one in de- 
fraying survey expenses. 

A list of state allotments, issued August 
21, ranged from $49,575 (Nevada) to 
$4,842,075 (Texas) for construction and 
from $10,000 (Delaware, Nevada, Ver- 
mont and Wyoming) to $282,492 (New 
York) for survey and planning. 

Meanwhile, formation of a Division 
of Hospital Facilities to assist Surgeon 
General Thomas Parran in carrying out 
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ice. 

The new division will absorb the func- 
tions of the Hospital Facilities Section 
of the States Relations Division, Bureau 
of State Services, which was abolished. 
The Division of Hospital Facilities will be 
headed by Vane M. Hoge, medical direc- 
tor. 


State Legislatures Enact 
Laws of Interest to Dentists 


Laws of interest to the dental pro- 
fession, ranging from a study of flourine 
to regulation of nonprofit dental in- 
demnity corporations, were passed by 
state legislatures meeting in 1946. 

Legislatures in session were California, 
Illinois, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Utah, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin. 

Following is a summary of laws of 
interest to the profession which were 
enacted by the various states: 


California 


Medical Center.—An act to provide for a 
medical school and center at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles and 
to appropriate $7,000,000 for its estab- 
lishment, equipment and maintenance 
as a unit of the university was approved 
February 19. (Chapter 33, Laws 1946 
—Assembly Bill No. 35-X.) 

Hospital Survey.—A survey of the hospi- 
tal and health center facilities and needs 
of the state was approved February 26, 
together with a program for construction 
of hospitals and health centers and a 
$25,000 appropriation for that purpose. 
(Chapter 56, Laws 1946—Assembly Bill 
No. 88-X.) 


Kentucky 
Medical Service Plans.—An act to provide 
for the incorporation and regulation of 


provisions of the act was announced Av-. 
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nonprofit medical service plan corpora- 
tions was approved March 23. (House 
Bill No. 171.) 


Massachusetts 


Fluorine Study.—A resolve extending to 
December 11 the time allotted the de- 
partment of public health for its in- 
vestigation and study of dental caries 
resulting from a lack of fluorine was 
approved June 6. (Chapter 51, Resolves 
1946—House Bill No. 66.) 


Workmen’s Compensation. 


The legisla- 
ture approved on April 23 further regula- 
tion of medical and hospital services un- 
der the Workmen’s Compensation Law. 
Section 30 was rewritten to provide that 
services of a physician other than the one 
provided by the insurer may be used 
either in case of emergency or by choice 
of the employee. (Chapter 233, Laws 
1946—House Bill No. 1715.) 
College of Physicians and Surgeons.—An 
act dissolving the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, sixty-six year old Massa- 
chusetts corporation, by June 30, 1949, 
was approved May 22. (Chapter 364, 
Laws 1946—House Bill No. 1749.) 
Hospital Records.—The admissibility in 
evidence of copies of hospital records of 
other states was broadened June 6 with 
passage of an act to include records of 
hospitals which offer treatment free of 
charge. (Chapter 473, Laws 1946— 
House Bill No. 1972.) 

Dental Examiners.—The regular meeting 
date of the board of dental examiners 
was designated as the second Tuesday of 
February, June and October under an 
act passed June 13. The act provides 
that additional meetings may be held at 
such times and places as the board may 
determine. It also stipulates that at the 
next meeting immediately following ap- 
pointment of a new member under 
Section Nineteen, the board shall choose 
from its own number a chairman and 
secretary. (Chapter 550, Laws 1946— 
House Bill No. 2048.) 
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Michigan 
Renewal of Licenses.—An act to protect 
the work and study performed by appli- 
cants for license or qualification for any of 
the trades, occupations or professions be- 
fore being inducted into the armed forces 
was approved February 26. The act 
prevents service in the armed forces 
from being considered as a disqualifying 
interruption of, or delay in, commence- 
ment of any required period of practical 
experience, apprenticeship, study or 
training ; and permits boards of examiners 
and similar boards to evaluate equitably 
and give credit for training and ex- 
perience in the armed forces. (Public 
Act No. 27, Acts 1946—Senate Enrolled 
Act No. 11, Senate Bill No. 18-X.) 

Mississippi 
Veterinary Dentistry.—The practices of 
veterinary dentistry, veterinary medicine 
and veterinary surgery were regulated un- 
der an act passed by the legislature April 
4. The act provides for a board of exam- 
iners and prescribes their duties and 
qualifications. It also provides for exami- 
nations and licenses to practice in these 
three fields. (House Bill No. 17.) 
Medical School.—An act to create a four- 
year medical school as a department of 
the University of Mississippi was ap- 
proved April 10. The act will take effect 
upon “passage of necessary and adequate 
legislation therefor and establishment and 
placing into operation of a comprehensive 
state-wide hospital program for the 
state.” (House Bill No. 72.) 
Commission on Hospital Care.—The Mis- 
sissippi Commission on Hospital Care 
was created by an act approved April 4. 
The act also prescribes terms and condi- 
tions for the granting of state aid for 
erection, acquisition and maintenance of 
hospitals. (House Bill No. 430.) 
Injunctions.—The legislature on April 10 
authorized the state board of examiners 
to enjoin any person from practicing any 
profession licensed under supervision of 
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the board, when such person is not duly 
licensed so to practice, and to set out 
the method and procedure therefor. 
(House Bill No. 699.) 

Medical Education Loans.—An act to ap- 
propriate $325,000 for the state medical 
education board to provide loans, scholar- 
ships or both for medical education of 
bona fide residents and citizens of Mis- 
sissippi was approved April 10. (House 
Bill No. 432.) 

Care of Indigent Sick.— An appropriation 
of $1,091,898 was approved April g for 
treatment and hospitalization of indigent 
sick for 1946 and 1947. In addition, 
$120,000 was allocated to each of five 
state-owned charity hospitals for support 
and maintenance and an added $20,000 
each for establishing and maintaining 
nurses’ training schools. (House Bill No. 
1044.) 

State Medical Board.—An act to create a 
state medical education board, to pre- 
scribe its duties and to provide for loans 
and scholarships to students desiring to 
study medicine was approved April 9. 
(House Bill No. 431.) . 
Incorporation of Medical Corporations.— 
The Mississippi Code of 1942 was 
amended April 10 under an act approved 
on that date, calling for incorporation of 
medical, surgical and other corporations 
organized for “improving the physical, 
mental and moral condition of man.” 
(House Bill No. 712.) 


New Jersey 
Renewal of Licenses.—Veterans whose li- 
censes to practice in professional work 
expired, lapsed or were forfeited by 
limitation of time to renew or to pay 
an annual fee were granted renewal 
or reinstatement of such licenses without 
examination or re-examination, provided 
application is made within six months 
of discharge, under terms of an act 
passed April 4. (Chapter 51, Laws 1946 
—Assembly Bill No. 147.) 
Preliminary Education for Professions.— 
An act concerning qualifying academic 
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certificates was approved May 1. It 
amends the revised statutes to provide 
that the term “qualifying academic cer- 
tificate” shall be deemed to be any cer- 
tificate testifying that the holder has had 
the preliminary academic education re- 
quired by the rules of the Supreme Court 
or by any state law for admission to ex- 
amination as a licensed dentist, physician 
or other professional practitioner. (Chap- 
ter 243, Laws 1946—Assembly Bill No. 
190. ) 

Diagnostic Center.—An act to provide for 
establishment of a diagnostic center, to 
establish rules and procedures for com- 
mitment and admission of patients and 
to set up its general administration was 
passed April 22. (Chapter 118, Laws 
1946—Senate Bill No. 120.) 

Grants to Medical Service Corporations,— 
Medical service corporations may accept 
funds from governmental agencies, pri- 
vate agencies, corporations, associations, 
groups of individuals or individuals to 
pay for medical and hospital services to 
needy persons under an act approved 
May 2. (Chapter 259, Laws 1946— 
Senate Bill No. 278.) 


New York 

Nonprofit Dental Indemnity Corporations. 
—An act to amend the insurance law in 
relation to nonprofit dental and medical 
indemnity or hospital service corporations 
was approved April 15. It provides that 
dental expense indemnity shall consist of 
reimbursements for dental care provided 
through duly licensed dentists and of 
furnishing necessary appliances, drugs, 
medicines and supplies, prosthetic ap- 
pliances, orthodontic appliances, precious 
metal and ceramic restorations. 

Under the act, a dental expense in- 
demnity corporation, a medical expense 
indemnity corporation and a_ hospital 
service corporation or any two of such 
corporations may issue a combined con- 
tract providing for dental and medical 
expense indemnity and hospital care, but 
no one may issue any such combined 


contracts. Any one of these corporations 
may issue a group contract under certain 
conditions, but may not enter into con- 
tracts with subscribers until it has filed 
a copy of the contract with the superin- 
tendent of insurance. (Chapter 584, Laws 
1946—Senate Int. No. 1354, Print 3123.) 


Renewal of Licenses.-An act to permit 
discharged veterans who held professional 
licenses at time of induction to renew 
such licenses without examination, re- 
examination, fine or penalty, despite war- 
time lapse of such license, if renewal 
application is made within three months 
of discharge, was approved April 1o. 
(Chapter 674, Laws 1946—Assembly Int. 
1973, Print No. 2151.) 


Rhode Island 


State Grants for Aid to Aged.—A joint res- 
olution memorializing Congress with re- 
lation to the matching by the federal 
government of certain state grants for 
old age assistance, aid to dependent 
children and aid to the blind was adopted 
April 12. The resolution called for 
Congress to exert every effort to obtain 
increased federal participation in the 
three state programs; elimination of the 
maximum provision with respect to aid 
to dependent children payments; federal 
participation in medical care payments 
paid directly by the state agency to 
hospitals, physicians or other practitioners 
until such time as a medical insurance 
program has been provided; and federal 
participation “probably on a 50-50 basis” 
in general public assistance. (House 
Bill No. 1015.) 
Licensing of Dentists.—Changes in state 
laws governing licensing and regulation 
of dentists and dental hygienists were 
approved April 25. The law now pro- 
vides that dentists must be at least 21 
years of age, must be citizens and grad- 
uates of approved dental colleges and 
must pass satisfactory examinations be- 
fore being licensed and registered. 

It also stipulates that “nothing in 
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this chapter shall be constructed so as to 
preclude the practice of dentistry by a 
student of such medical or dental college, 
under the supervision of a licensed 
dentist, in any public hospital, or any 
institution under the supervision of the 
state department of social welfare or 
the state department of health, with the 
approval of the board of examiners for 
dentistry and the authorities of said 
medical or dental college, as a part of 
the required training of such student.” 
(House Bill No. 933.) 


South Carolina 


Nonprofit Hospital Care Organizati 

An act to provide for the chartering and 
method of organization and operation of 
nonprofit corporations without capital 
stock for the purpose of furnishing hos- 
pital service at an agreed rate through 
approved hospitals was approved Jan- 
uary 10. The act provides that such cor- 
porations may enter into contracts with 
such hospitals and the subscribers and 
confers upon the state insurance depart- 
ment certain powers and duties in ap- 
proving, licensing and supervising such 
corporations and exempting them from 
operation of other insurance or corpora- 
tion laws, and from taxation. (Governor’s 
Act No. 383, Laws 1946—Senate Bill 
No. 49.) 

Dental Examiners.—The South Carolina 
code of laws relating to the state board 
of dental examiners and their expenses 
and to the secretary was amended by 
an act approved April 1 providing that 
each member receive $10 a day and 
traveling expenses at the rate of five 
cents a mile; that all license fees collected 
from applicants be turned in to the state 
treasury; that the board elect a sec- 
retary who shall be an active participat- 
ing member of the dental profession ; that 
the secretary receive a salary of $300 
annually; that actual expenses of the 
board be paid by the state treasurer upon 
an itemized statement sworn to by its 
members; that no person shall be ap- 
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pointed a member of the board unless 
at the time of appointment he is an 
active participating member of the dental 
profession in the state and has been 
such for the two years preceding his 
appointment; and that the secretary shal} 
not hold office for more than five years, 
(Governor’s Act No. 837, Laws 1946— 
House Bill No. 1062.) 

Dental Laboratory Technicians. An act 
calling for compulsory registration of 
dental laboratory technicians was ap- 
proved April 2. It requires that a regis- 
tered technician must be at least 21 years 
of age, and an apprentice at least 16, and 
that each pass an examination conducted 
by the state board of dental examiners, 
with examination fees set at $25 for 
technicians and $5 for apprentices. 

It prohibits an apprentice from op- 
erating a dental laboratory and provides 
that he must have worked under super 
vision of a. registered technician for a 
three-year period before he may become 
a registered technician. 

Certificates of registration, under the 
act, may be refused, suspended or re- 
voked for any of the following reasons: 
(1) gross malpractice or gross incompe- 
tence; (2) advertising by means of 
knowingly false or deceptive statements, 
to the profession; and (3) accepting any 
work from the general public. (Gov- 
ernor’s Act No. 872, Acts 1946—House 
Bill No. 1157.) 

Virginia 

Medical Scholarships.—The governing 
boards of the Medical College of Vir- 
ginia and the University of Virginia were 
authorized to establish ten $550 annual 
medical scholarships each, under an act 
approved March 25. (Chapter 259, 
Laws -1946—House Bill No. 292.) 

An act to pro- 
vide for hospitalization and treatment 
of indigent persons through joint action 
of the state and its counties and cities 
was approved March 23. (Chapter 197, 
Laws 1946—Senate Bill No. 21.) 
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
